Good men firſt recorded their hearty defires and wiſhes, 
for a higher, and more compleat Reformation, in theſe 
words , Until the ſaid Diſcipline may be reſtoted, again, 
which is much to be wiſhed; and it is enough that. the 
Church carries her Good Wiſhes with her through all Gene- 
rations. The Biſhop of Sarum in his excellent Sermon up- &i* 
on Pſal. 144. 15. before the Houſe of Commons, calls up-"* 
on them to carry the Reformatign higher, as they delirs to- 
ſee the Church and State .to profper. Tox can concur in. 
giving the laft finiſhings to our Reformation, many of the old 
Corruptions do yet remain among 16s in prattice, and the Ad- 

' miniſtration of the Eccleſiaſtical Authority is liable to great

1/aiah the Prophet was ( as Dorothews 
faith) ſawn aſunder for- oppoſing the Corruptions of his 
time : The Holy Apoſtles were charged by the Fews, though 
moſt falſly, that they turned the World upfide down, Ads 
17. 6.-and accordingly they ſought their Deſtruction. Our 
Lord Feſws Chriſt came in the t3me for Reformation, Heb. 
9. Io. and purſued it fo cloſely, that the rage of the Jews, 
the phe © Scribes gnd Phariſees was kindled gx him, 
and nothing but his Blood ſhed by falſe Accuſation upon 
the Croſs could quench it : We. may compare- Fohr 2.15. 
with Mat. 21. 12. where we find. him cleanſing the Tem- 
ple, And he made a Scourge of ſmall Cords, he drove them 
all ont of the. Temple, and the Sheep, and the Oxen, and pour- 
ed out the Changers Money, Lo overthrew the Tables — F.

We read of Kirjath Sepher, Kirjath ' Sanna Cities of Books, of 
learning or the Law called Deber, as the Oracle for Wiſdom, 
Eloquence, and - Acuteneſs ; theſe-Temples were Rich and pom- 
pous, ſo far as we can gueſs by the remains we have of 
the Hiſtory of thoſe Times; yet the Lord in his Jealou- 
fie would have hone of them ſpared, for Synagogues or 
Houſes of Prayer, becauſe they had been ſet apart for 
Idolatrous purpoſes. | 


4. Ler's obſerve, the Nature and Condition of the Place, 
which the Wiſdom of God fingles forth out -of all the 
world, where his Holy Temple ſhould be built, 'twas Ornans 
Threſhing floor, 2 Chron. 3. 1.. with the 2 Sam. 24. 18. 
Then Solomon began to build the Houſe of the Lord at Jeruſa- 
lem i= mount Moriah, where the Lord appeared nnto David 
his Father in the Place that David had prepared in the Threſh- 
ing floor of Ornan the Febuſite, There were many places at 
that time, where the Holy People were wont to Sacri- 
fice, as Gilgal, Shilo, illa omnia poſt-ponit, but the Lord lights 
all theſe, ard chooſes the Threſping floor of Qrnan the Febu- 
ſite, it's likely that this Orman was of Princely deſcent as 
he had a Princely mind, which could. readily part with 
any worldly Intereſt for Gods Service and Honour ; his

Now I have great afſu- 
rance that King Solomon with all his wiſdom was able to 
vindicate the Houſe of God which he had built, and upon 
a fair hearing, to *confound all thoſe that diſgraced it, 
King Solomon could tell thoſe - Heathens, that all their 
Temples - were ſtained with Superſtition and Idolatry, 
which Ornan's Threſhing-floor never was.: ' All their Temples 


. were places of Spiritual Whoredoms, they were Erected by 


Idolaters, and Conſecrated for 1dolatrows uſes, and that his 
Temple at Feruſalem did as much excel all the Temples of 
the Heathen, as 4 pre ſpotleſs Virgin doth an old wrinkled 


Harlot.
